Four to Six 
Inch Rains 
Accompany Storm 


P O R T ARTHUR, Tex 
a n - A i 
unseasonable and vicious hurricanx 
which already h a d killed IO men, 
swept across the Texas Louisiana 
coast today and beat inland cities 
w i t h winds of IOO miles an hour.

Terrified residents — 50,000 in

in schools, churches and 
steel fram ed buildings Others fled 
pell melt in their automobiles to 
sectors out of the tem p est’s path. 


Raging seas m ore than 200 m iles 
down the Texas coast swept four 
vessels, including the 400 foot Sin­ 
clair

Sheldon 
Clark, aground in A ransas 
Bay. 
The other vessels were two barges 
and a tug. 
The crew* apparently 
w ere safe.

WASHINGTON IP—The nation 
vias assured today of full postal 
service for the year beginning July 
I. 
The Senate passed and sent to 
the White House today a supple 
mental Post Office 
Department 
money bill providing an extra 133 
million dollars for next fiscal year. 
Postm aster General Arthur E. 
Summerfield had warned of new 
cuts in postal services and the 
.shutdown of possibly thousands of 
local post offices unless Congress 
provided him more funds to run 
his department. 
Summerfield had a.xfted an addr 
tional $149,500,000. Hut the Senate, 
in approving the bill Wednesday, 
went along with House cuts of $16,- 
500,000. 
However, Chairman Carl Hayden 
(I) A ru ) of the Senate Appropria­ 
tions Committee assured his col­ 
leagues that the reduction would 
riot mean any curtailment of daily 
rural mail deliveries or suspension 
of Saturday service in cities and 
towns. 
Sen 
Paul If. Douglas ( D i l l ) , 
voting against the hill, 
accused 
Summerfield of trying to intimidate 
Congress with threats instead of 
seeking to save money by modern 
iring the mail service. 
President Eisenhower, who had 
hacked Summerfield in his fight to 
obtain extra funds, was almost cer­ 
tain to sign the measure. 
The postmaster general had cur 
tailed postal services briefly e a r­ 
lier this year when Congress re 
fused to grant him extra funds to 
tide his department over the fiscal 
year ending June ,30. 
On another matter, Summerfield 
told the House Post Office Com 
mittee Wednesday he and Risen 
bower would give “ careful con 
sideration" to any postal pay raise 
recommended by the group.
